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THE LATE LORD JUSTICE CLERK. z 

On Thursday, the joth of May fast, died at hig house m 
George’s Square,. in the 78th year of his age, the Right Ho- 
nourable Roper tT Macqueen of Beaxfield, Lord Justice Clerk 
of Scotland, and one of the Senators of the College of Justice— 
and on ‘Tuesday his Lerdship’s remains were interred in the fa- 
tnily burial place at Lanark. 

‘This czhinent Judge and Qistinguished Lawyer was Lorn on 
the ath May 1722. He was-the son of Joun Macquern, 
Esq. of Braxfield, in the county of Lanark, aud was adinitted 
to the bar on the rith February 1744. la November 1776, 
having attained the first distinction ay an Advocate, aud de- 
riving greater cmolumeuts from his profession than any Scotch 
Counsel had before received, he, reluctantly, was appointed one 
of the Judges of the Court of Session, and assumed the tte of 
Lerd Buaxrizto. In February 1780 he wes called to the 
Bench of Justiciary ; and in December 1787 his Lordship was 

romoted to the important oflice of Lord Justice Clerk of Scot- 


After his admission ro the bar Mr Macqueen did not soon 
find opportunities of displaying those talents he so eminently 
possessed.—The many intricate and important feudal questions 
produced by the forfeitures in 1745, first brought him forward 
tonotice, and he soon after acquired that eminence as a sound 
lawyer, an able reasoner, and a sensible pleader, which raised 


him to the greatest celebrity in his profession. His inflexible 
integrity unparallclied candour gave weight to his opin- 
ions, whigh, upon abstract and diilicult points of law, were 


most luminous and convincing, while his unaffected manner of 
expression was most happy and energetic. 

is Lordship held the important office of Justice Clerk for 
Scotland, during the most intcresting and critical period which 
this country ever saw-———Regardless of threats of destruction to 
himeelf and family, and of the accurgulated invectives of a mis- 
led populace, atttidst the noise of clamour, obloquy, and sedi - 
tion, he discharged his duty with’ a manly firmness of mind, 
a welltempered intrepidity of conduct, and a wise and faith- 
ful application of the Jaw, must ever be gratefully remem- 
bered by the supporters ef social order, and will imunortalize 
him in the annals of his country. 

‘His Lordship was twice married, and by his first wife, Miss 
Marky Acnew, niece of Sir ANpnew Agnew of Lochnaw, 
had two sons and:two daughters. By his second wife, daugh- 
ter of the late Lord Chief Baron Oxp, who survives his Lord- 
ship, had no issue.

‘This was prevented by a very singular compli- 
ment paid him by that respectable body; the most honourable 
testimony which they could give of their sense of his personal 
character and of his meritorious public services, They unani- 
mously agrecd in recommending him to his Majesty, to be 
their first Lieutenant Colonel. The commission of Colonel, for 
the most obvious and weighty reasohs, was to be given to the 

‘ Lord Provost: officially, as Lord Lieutenant of the city. But 
it wasthe wish of the volunteers that as many of the commis- 
sions as possible, and especially the higher commissions of Field 
Officers antl Captains, should be held only by officers who had 
served with reputation in his Majesty’s regular forces; while 
the other gentlemen of the Association, of whatever birth, for- 
tune, or station, were to serve indescriminately in the ranks. 
‘The only exception to this rule was in favour of Mr Exrper.

The Principal and Professors in the University of Edin- 
burgh, unanimously requested of him to sit for his portrait, to 
be preserved in the University library. There, no portraits 
are preserved but those of men eminent for learning or science. 
But’Mr Ever deserved peculiarly well of the University, in 
other respects, besides his important services to the community 
at large. He brought to maturity the plan for rebuilding the 
College, which was ina very ruinous state; and during his 
past Provostship in 1789, the new building was begun, and 


no doubt, that preat work, so evidently useful, and so highly | 
€ 


ornamental to the city, would have. been completed before this 
time, but for the exigencies of the war. 

To Mr Exver’s numerous friends it will be a gratification 
to know, that his portrait for the University library was paint- 
ed by Mr Ratzurn, in this excellent artist’s best manner; that 
itis a esting Sees and that a mezzotinto from it is al- 
most finished by Mr Eaxiom of London. 

In 1795 Mr E.pex was appointed Post Master Generat for 
Scotland, an honourable testimony of his Majesty’s sense of his 
recent services, and by all considered as well merited. ‘ 

He thrice held the office of Chief Magistrate of Edinburgh 
fot two years each time, first from 1788 to 1790, again from 
1792 to 1794, and lastly from 1796 to 1798. 

His assiduous attention to the duties of his station, and the 
extraordwary exertions required of him in his second Provost- 
ship, had sensibly impaired his health. It was a subject of 
serious regret to his friends that he entered on that office a 
third time. But though he was sensible of his own situation, 
and warned of the probable bad consequentes of such unremit- 
ting and anxious application. to public business, and even un- 
willing as his friends well knew to engage any more in that 
arduous task, he could not decline it, consistently with his 
strict notions of public duty. 

It soon appeared that the apprehensions of his frionds, were 
bat too well founded —His health continued to dechne, and 
beforz the end of 1798 was in a hopeless state; which ended in 
his death the 29th of May 1799, im the 62d year of his age.
